CARTHAGE, Mo., July $1.—That Dr. 


E. L. Whitney Was lured out of town 
on pretense of need for medical serv- 
‘Jces and met foul play is the belief of 
the majority of the officials at work on 
the case here. Anj\inquest, at which 
light may be thrown on the mystery, 


was begun today. 

Dr. Whitney had an abrasion over his 
right eye, and under it there was a 
blood clot on the brain, which was the 
immediate cause of death. The theory 
is that the abrasion was caused by 
some such weapon as a blackjack or 
sandbag. There also is a clean cut 0°: 
top of the head. The physician's me/.ti- 
cine case was found open at the side 
of the road. 

Dr. Whitney's body was found two 
miles east of town, beside the road. 
At first it was thought he had been 
stricken-with apoplexy, but examination 
showed this was not so. 


- Robbery Theory Abandoned. 

His money and watch were undis- 
turbed and the authorities have practi- 
cally abandoned the theory that he was 
killed by would-be robbers. 

Dr. Whitney left home Wednesday 
midnight, telling his wife he had a tele- 
phone call outside the town. He did not 
explain further than that. 

Careful inquiry has been made among 
residents southeast of Carthage, whither 
Dr. Whitney apparently was bound 
when he met death, but no“one has been 
foun@ who telephoned to him that night. 

Thia. is regarded as strong evidence 
that the telephone call was a trap. It is 
not known that any of his patients 
would have reason to conceal the fact 
that they were under treatment. 


Leader in Reforma, 

Dr. Whitney was a man of strong 
character and pronounced views. He 
was a leader tn reform movements, and 
at the time of his death was con- 
spicuous in the effort to enforce pure- 
milk laws and provisions for sanitary 
slaughter bouses. 

Dr. Whitney was 55 years old. His 
widow, who was Miss Jennie Kendall, 
survives him, with two daughters.

WARSAW, Ind., July 31.—A _ needle 
point traveled with 16-year-old Violetta 
Bowen's veins from her hand, through 
her arm, shoulder and chest .to her 
heart, in the opinion of physicians who 
examined her after her death here early 
today. The steel penetrated her heart, 
and she died within five minutes after 
she awakened her mother to complain 
of the pain. 

When the point of the needle entered 
the girl’s hand is not definitely known. 
She is fond of aiding her mother with 
her sewing, but never cormpisined that 
she had stuck herself with a needle. 

For several weeks the girl has com- 
plained of sharp pains, first in her hand 
and wrist, later through her arm, then 
in the shoulder, in the neck and in the 
chest. 

The mother couldn’t ae, what the 
matter was. She thought perhaps it 
was rheumatism. 

At 1:30 today the girl awakened her 
mother with a sharp cry of pain. 
Physicians were summoned, but before 
they arrived the girl was dead. 

Leakage of Heart Caused Death. 

The post-mortem examination at noon 
revealed that the girl had died from 
leakage of the heart. Whether the 
needle entered the heart immediately 
before death.could not be determined, 
but the physicians think it may have 
been there several days and forced its 
way entirely through the wall this 
morning.

CARACAS, Venezuela, July 31.—Presi- 
dent Castro has withdrawn the exequa- 
tors of the Netherland’s consuls and 
vice-consuls in Venezuela.

“These injuries and insults are the of- 
fense of Mirtister De Reus; the fact that 
the Netherlands’ cruiser, Gelderland, 
failed to salute the Venezuelan flag, and 
the attack on the Venezuelan consul at 
Willemstad, Curacao, the violation of 
the consulate and the desecration of the 
consular shield.’’

Musn’t While in Uniform. 


The instru put the carriers under 
military discipline. They can’t drink on 
duty and they can’t drink in public 
places while in uniform. They are re- 
quired to be as tidy about the button- 
ing of their uniform as a West Point 
cadet. Even if a man who has been 
expecting money from home swears at 
them when they have no letter to de- 
liver, the carriers must return a cour- 
teous reply. And each of the rules is 
backed up by promotion and demerit 
marks. For each different rule, a cer- 
tain number of violations during a year 
will prevent promotion and a certain 


number will necessitate demerit. 


Carriers start on a salary of $600 a 


year. If during the first year their vio- 


lations of the new rules are under the 
allowance they receiye a $200 promotion. 
If over, a demotion of the same amount. 
Each year after the first they are en- 
titled to a $100 promotion up to $1200. 
The only rule in the entire list that 
has not worried the carriers very much 
is the one which states that working 
evertime is against regulations.

“I won't stand for Walsh under any 
circumstances,’’ declared Kinney when 
the City Committee was considering the 
advisability of indorsing him.

James P. Newell, former member of 
the City Council and confidential broker 
for James Campbell, ts believed to have 
captured the Daley-Miles combination 
through the influence of the Butlers.

The Daley-Miles ---n 
in turn, are giving their aid to Gil.s 
candidacy. It seems they are more in- 
terested In the Circuit Attorneyship 
than any other office. 

In reference to the Circuit judgeship 
proposition, Miles is said not to favor 
personally all of the three candidates 
suggested by the committee men. 

Colin M. Selph, president of the St. 
Louis Democratic Club, the pet Butler 
organization, is getting machine’ sup- 
port from the Butlers and their friends, 
Daley and Miles. Selph was nominated 
for Congress two years ago and de- 
feateq overwhelmingly. His opponent is 
Sterling BE. Edmunds, a wealthy young 
lawyer. 

Hickman FP. Rodgers, Robert F. 
Walker and William F. Woerner were 
indorsed by the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion for the Democratic nominations for 
Circuit Judge. 

Also Oppose Judge Bland. 

In the case of the Court of Appeals 
judgeship nomination, the Daley-Miles 
organization decided to support Rob- 
bins because of their political dislike for 
Harry B. Hawes, who, they charge, 
prought out W. Christy Bryan. For rea-

Loomis C. Johnson, one of the Repub- 
lican candidates for Circuit Attorney, 
told the Post-Dispatch Friday that he 
hopes ‘the Kepublican voters of St.

“I'm giad the Post-Dispatch printed 
the fact that there is a slate and gave 
the namg¢s of the slate candidates,’’ Dir. 
Johnson said. “The Republican voters 
should know this and should be given 
an opportunity of knowing whether they 
are voting for independent candidates 
or for men who are selected by Jeptha 
D Howe, Otto F. Stifel and the men 
who compose the Howe-Stifel machine. 
This machine consists, with a few ex- 
ceptions, of the 28 central committee- 
men and the precinct committeemen 

“I am a Republican and I think it as 
an impudent affront to intelligent Re- 
publicans for Messrs. 
to demand the nomination of men for 
every office who have been selected 
by them. 

Bosses Fighting for Control. 

‘In past years party bosses have 
compelled the nomination of men of 
their choice through the instrumentality 
of packed conventions. The spirit and 
purpose os the primary law was to 
prevent a continuance of these boss 
methods and to give the people at large 
an opportunity to say whom they will 
nominate. 

“When the primary law was passed 
Howe tried to have it declared in- 
valid. Failing in this, he and Stifel are 
now trying to make it subserve their in- 
terest and strengthen their hold on the 
machinery of local government. 

“The people should have the naming 
of their candidates. The bosses are 
trying to make the Republicans of St. 
Louis name a ticket selected regardless 
of the fitness of the candidates for par- 
ticular offices. They have even disre- 
garded the rec ‘ommendations of the bar 
association for Circuit Judg2. The slate 
has been picked dargely because of the 
personal pull or yote-getting qualifica- 
tions of the candidate. 


Where the Spoils Are 
“Important. offices are to be filled 


at Tuesday's primaries. Men are to be 
selected who will determine the property 
rights of many citizens, have charge 
of the@unds of the widows and orphans, 
the life and liberty of individuals and 
in some cases the prosecution of great 
corporations. A man who owes his elec- 
tion to one of these offices solely to the 
people will expect to render an account 
of his stewardship to the people. The 
bosses would have him render account 
to. them. Naturally the bosses would 
like to contro) the naming of circuit 
judges. They have the appointment of 
receivers, referees, etc., etc. The Pub- 
lic Administrator has an attorney at a 
fat salary. The Circuit Attorney has 
it to say who shall and who shall not be 
prosecuted. The bosses in both parties 
would like to control those offices so 
that the “‘gang’ may literally have a 
friend at court In time of need. 

“Tf the bosses are permitted to name 
the candidates on both tickets, we will 
have a government of and for the ma- 
chine. And they will try hard to name 
their candidates. The word has gone 
down the lime that the machine candi- 
dates must win. The boast is openly 
made that.the judges and clerks in cer- 
tain wards are ‘controlled’ for certain 
candidates. It rests with the people 
next Tuesday to go to the polls and rout 
the machine slate and put a stop for all 
time to such politics.’

U. S. Grant Negro Republican Club in 
the church of 1403 Morgan street Thurs- 
day night was harmonious. ¢ 
“The “church auditorium was well filled 
with negro voters, who took a lively in- 


terest in the pro- 
ceedings, and fre- 
quently interrupt- 
ed the speakers. 

Bogy was one 

~of the early 
speakers. He con- 
fined his address 
almost’ entirely 
to. an attack on 
his opponent, 
Coudrey, and to 
the announce- 
ment that he 
would not devote 
one cent to polit- 
ical clubs for ex- 
penses of organi- 
zation, and that 
he would not buy 
a keg of beer if 
it lost him the 
nomination. 

“T am out for 
this nomination solely upon my own 
fitness and the unfitness of my oppo- 
nent,” said Mr. Bogy. “I’ve got plenty 
of money to buy a seat in Congress if I 
wanted to get it that way. I’ve cleaned 
up pretty well in the market. But I 
don’t want to buy a seat in Congress. 
When this campaign is over there will 
not be one man who will be able to say 
I have paid him one cent. I won't buy 
a key of beer or a plate of sandwiches 
for the nomination, and I won't pay 
anybody a cent to line up voters for 
me. I want that understood.”’ 


There were murmurs of disapproval 
over this portion of the speech, one 
negro muttering: 

‘That man ain’t goin’ to get a world 
of votes around this here neighborhood. 
These niggers— 
some of them— 
are powerful 
funny. Now, I 
control about 600 
votes around 
here, but it takes 
work to get the 
boys in line.

Bogy also at- 
tacked Coudrey's 
record in Con- 
gress, saying he 
spent practically 
all his time in St. Louis and New York, 
and did not pay attention to his duties 
as a Congressman. 

“What does this man Coudrey know 
about you kind of people?’ he asked. 
“Does he learn your needs and wants 
by looking through the windows of the 
St. Louls Club? Does he ever come 
among you, except at election time when 
he wants your votes? Did he ever do 
anything for you? He was born with a 
silver spoon in his mouth, and he never 
takes it out except when he wants you 
to vote for him.” 

After Bogy had left the church, 
Coudrey appeared and addressed the 
meeting. He attacked Bogy “as a dis- 
turber, a dreamer, deficient in political 
sagacity.” 

He told the ‘‘colored brethren”’ that he 
would help them at every opportunity 
because he needed their help. His prac- 
tical speech made a big hit with his 
auditors.

Mr. Gould made desperate efforts to

000 of Wheeling & Lake Erie Railroad 
notes which fall due tomorrow were 
completeu today by Kuhn, Loeb & Co.

Jt was siated that no issue of addl- 
tional security would be required under 
the plan, but the consideration by which 
the Gould road was enabled to meet the 
notes was not made public. Neither 
would any of the parties concerned in 
the transaction say whether or not the 
Géstiny of any of the Gould railroads 
Was affected by the terms of the new 
agreement.

HS ESTRANGED 
WIFE DISAPPEAR 
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St. Louisan Arrested ‘in Lin- 
coln, Ill., Wants Trial in 
Neutral State. 





TELLS OF IGNORANCE 





Learning There Was No Di- 
vorce, Supports Two Fami- 
lies for Some Time. 





The family of E. Kelch, the St. Louis 
decorator who was released from Jail 
in Lincoln, Ill, where he was locked 
up on the charge of committing bigamy, 
in order that he might take charge of 
the decoration of the streets of Bloom- 
ington, IL, has left St. Louis and his 
whereabouts is not known. 

Mrs. Kelch and her daughter, Miss 
Madge Kelch, had been living for some 
time at the Park Hotel. About the time 
of Kelch's release from Jail on bond at 
Lincoln, they left the hotel, and the 
proprietors, retaining their baggage, 
have been trying to find them since to 
return it to them. 

Gives Work to Son. 

Instead of decorating the streets of 
Bloomington, as he promised, Kelch 
turned the job over to his son, Karl, 
whose address was given as 2737 Pine 
street. There is no such number. 

Kelch was married 28 years ago to 
the first Mrs. Kelch. They have two 
children, Karl and Madge. Kelch says 
that, believing his wife had obtained 
a divorce from him, he married again, 
and lived with his second wife two 
years without knowing that he was a 
bigamist, his first wife having failed to 
give him his freedom. 

Kelch was living in East St. Louis 
when he learned that he had not been 
at liberty to wed his second wife, and, 
fearing to lose her, did not tell her of 
his predicament, But he paid the first 
Mrs. Kelch alimony until he could no 
longer stand the strain of supporting 
two families and he was arrested in 
Lincoln. 

The second Mrs. Kelch, angered be-

BOSS’ 





The anti-Howe Republican politicians, 
who are taking no part in the primaries, 
have a well-developed plan to “threw” 
the ticket at the November election. As 
a preliminary step they have withdrawn 
all of their ward contests, and as soon 
as the primary is over they will organ- 
ige for a concerted fight on the Repub- 
lican nominees. 

The anti-Howe leaders are determined 
to defeat the ticket for the reason, they 
say, that Howe insisted on the nomina- 
tion of his brother-in-law, Seebert G. 
Jones, for Circuit Attorney. They say 
the election of Jones would give Howe 
control of the Circuit Attorney's ef- 
fice. 

The anti-Howe leaders will get busy 
in the Second, Sixth, Ninth, Tenth, 
Kighteenth, Twenty-first, Twenty-sixth 
and Twenty-eighth wards as soon as the 
city ticket is nominated and make a 
fight against every man on it. 

They wil] not only “knife” the Howe 
candidates, but they will support the 
Democrats in order to make their work 
doubly certain. 


To Destroy Howe’s Power. 


They figure that with the votes they 
control in these wards they can easily 
defeat the ticket and destroy Howe’s 
power as a boss. They propose then to 
organize to gain control of the Repub- 
lican machinery for the spring election. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter was told by 
one of the Republicans who sat in the 
conferences that John B. Owen of the 
Sixth Ward, Louis P. Aloe of the Twen- 
ty-eighth Ward, George Riechmann of 
the Highteenth Ward, Beckman of the 
Second Ward, and McClure of the 
Twenty-first Ward, aided by Thomas K. 
Miedringhaus quietly, and the anti-Howe 
committeemen in the other wards af- 
fected by the agreement, will conduct 
the fight on the Howe ticket. 

Owen went to his political associates 
some time ago and told them to prevent 
their friends from entering the contest 
for primary nominations, as the plan 
was being developed to defeat the 
ticket. 

As a result of the agreement Owen 
has withdrawn his contest in the ‘Stxth 
Ward, where he was a_ candidate 
against Henry Nuen for committee- 
man, although he could have @asily 
beaten the Howe man. Contests in 
the Ninth and Tenth wards have been 
also withdrawn. 


No Opposition at Primaries. 


The anti-Howe members of the com- 
mittee are agreeing to all of his plans 
and probably will aid him in carrying 
through the slate. At least they will 
not turn a hand to oppose him in the 
primaries, and i{t is expected that ev- 
ery man on the slate will be nominated. 

The ticket will then be one distinctly 
of Howe’s making. The objection to 
Jones, accerding to the anti-Howe lead- 
ers, aside from his relationship to Howe, 
is that he is not big enough for the job 
of Circuit Attorney. 


The anti-Howe leaders insist that he 
has not had the legal experience and 
training necessary to fit him for the 
office, that he is too young and that his 
record at the bar is not such as to 
inspire the confidence of the people who 
desire to see a thoroughly efficient and 
capable man as Circuit Attorney. 

Another objection to the Howe slate is 
that the selected candidates for the 
Legislature are brewery men. Otto 
Stifel, the brewer, is Howe’s political 
“angel” and Stifel naturally doesn’t 
want any representatives in the Legis- 
lature hostile to the brewery interests. 


Howe Legislative Slate, 


The Howe organization has agreed 
to support Theodore F. Hagenow, Chas. 
Schueddig and Henry G. Trieseler for 
the legislative nominations in the Sec- 
ond district. In the First district the 
Howe organization has selected for its 
slate Merrein Bogard, Edward W. For- 
istel and John F. Miller. 

Hiram Lioyd and Dan Kirby are to 
ret the organization’s support in the 
Second district. In the other districts, 
which are overwhelmingly Democratic, 
the City Committee is not giving spe- 
cial attention to slate making. | 

Some of the anti-Howe leaders have 
had conferences with James P. Miles, 
the Democratic boss in the Third and 
Seventeenth wards. Miles is backing 
Harry Walsh for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Circuit Attorney. 

Some of the anti-Howe Republicans 
would be reluctant to support Walsh, 
in the event of his nomination, as 
against Jones, except for the purpose 
of showing what boss rule may result 
in.

Ex-Gov. Stephens Praises Ex-| 


Gov. Francis as a Candi- 
date in 1912. 





Former Gov. Lon V. Stephens declared 
Friday that he considers former Gov. 
David R. Francis the logical nominee 
of the Democratic party for President of 
the United States in 1912. 

“I consider Gov. Francis one of the 
greatest men in the United States,” 
Gov. Stephens said. “He is highly 
regarded by business men throughout 
the country and he is popular in the 
South, being a native of Kentucky. 

“He knows more people in Missouri 
than any other Missourian and I believe 
ke knows as many people in the United 
States as anybody else does. Besides, 
he has friends all over the world and is 
at home in Paris or Berlin or Hong 
Kong. 

“There ig no question about Francis 
being back in line with his party. He 
is now an enthusiastic Bryan man. He 
went to Denver a trifle discouraged at 
the outlook, but came back greatly en- 
couraged. He told me from what he 
had seen there of the enthusiasm for 
Bryan that he was firmly convinced 
that Bryan will be elected. 

““‘He has agreed to make a campaign 
for Bryan and the National Committee 
is going to send him into Iowa and 
Kansas and over the country, too, mak- 
ing Bryan speeches when he returns to 
the United States. 

Moneyed Men Want Him to Run. 

“His friends. want him to run for 
President in 1912 and I think he will do 
so. His intimate associates here have 
already ‘joshed’ him about the subject 
@ good deal and at pretty nearly every, 
directors’ meeting he has gone to since 
his return from Denver he has been 
talked to about running for (resident 
four years hence.”’ 

The talk of Mr. Frantis for President 
in 1912 has not begun since his recent 
departure for Europe. It begah in Den- 
ver three weeks ago. A few hours after 
Mr. Francis declined to have the Mis- 
souri delegation there present his name 
to the convention as a vice-presidential 
contender, his lieutenants told confi- 
dential friends that he would be a can- 
didate before the next Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. 

United States Senator William Joel 
Stone looked somewhat surprised when 
asked at the Planters Friday what he 
thought of the Francis-for-President-in- 
1912 idea. Apparently he had not heard 
of it. 

Stone Sees Inconsistency, 

“I do not think it is good politics for 
anybody to announce his candidacy for 
the next presidential nomination in the 
midst of the present campaign,” he re- 
plied. “I have not heard of Gov. Fran- 
cis having such plans and would hardly 
think it would be advisable for any man 
to put himself in the position of sup- 
porting the nominee of this year in the 
hope of being nominated himself next 
time.’’ 

At Gov. Francis’ office, it was said 
that he made no announcement of such 
a candidacy, but that many of * his 
friends had expressed a desire to sea

War Hero Takes Her Across 
Border to Live in 
Mexico. 





vpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 31.—Know- 
ing that his wife was suffering from 
leprosy, Brigadier-General David K. 
Wardwell, retired, a hero of two wars, 
secretly and at night, stole her from 
the contagious ward in the County Hos- 
pital and has hidden here in Mexico, 
where he will make his home with her. 
The story became public today. 

The authorities are making an attempt 
to find them, not for the purpose of 
bringing them back, but in order to 
make a report to the Government. Both 
Gen. Wardwell and his wife, the hos- 
pital authorities say, threatened double 
suicide if they were not permitted to 
spend the remainder of their lives to- 
gether, even if they were to be totally 
isolated from the world. 

Escaped by Window. 

Mrs. Wardwell was noted for 
beauty. 

Three nights ago she disappeared 
from the contagious ward and the next 
morning an opened windew and a note 
attached to the window sill explained 
her disappearance. The note read: 

‘‘We wilk’not be molested in Mexico— 
it was there we were rried and we 
will. be allowed to die there—together.”’ 

Investigation showed that the couple 
boarded a late night train for Mexico. 
When the supervisors and county health 
officials here were informed of al! the 
circumstances they were greatly re- 
lieved. 

“It is the best thing that could have 
happened,” said one official, ‘‘and I am 
glad the General made good in his plan. 
She is the man’s wife; he wishes to 
care for her and die with her like a 


man and soldier.”’ 
Down at Sawtell, in the neighborhood 


of,the Soldiers’ 1.0me the.love story 
of the couple is well known. The tender 


devotion of the old war eagie to his 
wife when she daily showed unmistak- 
able signs of the dreaded disease slowly 
creeping over her, endeared him to all 
who knew or heard of the circum- 
stances. 

Mrs. Wardwell frequently begged that 

she be given up to the authorities and 
that her husband return to Mexico, but 
the sturdy General refused. Four weeks 
ago, however, she resolved to surrender 
herself to the authorities and she came 
to Los Angles from Sawtell. The great 
mental and physical strain caused her to 
faint within a block of the Police Sta- 
tion. 
The old General pleaded with the of- 
ficials to be permitted then to take 
her to Mexico. but they refused. To 
carry his point he said he also was 
suffering from leprosy, but an examina- 
tion showed he was not. 

Eighteen years ago Gen. Wardwell, 
then Lieutenant-Colonel, resided in 
Cananea, Mexico. He had served. in 
the Civil War, was a conspicuous hero 
at Gaines Mill, had been rewarded 
publicly by Gov. Clafflin for meritorius 
service and cor. .ended by the Presi- 
dent of the United States to the Mex- 
ican Government. 

He served in the war against Maxi- 
milian and met Miss Isabel Cole, who 
had long nursed a brother who had 
leprosy. The General married her, 
knowing she mi- develop the dis- 
ease, and eight years ago they came 
to California.

the body of a man taken from the river 


there, returned to East St. Louis with- 


out having seen the body, which was 
supposed to be that of Givens Brogan, 
wanted in connection with the killing 
of A. A. Magill, July 11, in the latter's 
photographic studio in East St. Louis. 

Neither the Coroner nor the Consta- 
ble was at Festus when the detective 
arrived and in their absence the body 
could not be exhumed. 

Kerins confined his inquity to a con- 
versation with John Sciggs and John 
Poe, two of the Coroner’s furymen. He 
came to the conclusion that the de- 
scription did not tally with that of Bro- 
gan. The jurymen told him they 
thought the man was about 30 years 
old. Brogan was 45. They also said 
the man had a moustache, while Brogs n 
did not wear one at the time he disap- 
peared. 

Brogan’s son did not accompany Ker- 
ins to Festus, as he had expected to 
do, but says he will accept the decision 
of the detective that the body is not 
that of his father.

The Turks of St. Louis have no con- 
fidence in Sultan Abdul Hamid and 
they doubt the sincerity of his procla- 
mation of ammesty to all political refu- 
gees in America. They think that, may- 
be, it is a ruse of the wily Sultan to 
entice back to Turkey as many as he 
can of the refugees so that he may 
bowstring them ahd sink them in the 
waters of the Bosphorus. 

Sultan Abdul Hamid did that very 
thing once before and the political refu- 
gees from his country who live in and 
around St. Louis have not forgotten it. 
There are about 10,000 Turkish subjects 
in and around St. Louis, among them 
many refugees. Nearly all the Arme- 
nians are refugees because of their re- 
ligion. They are Christians and fled 
from their country because the persecu- 
tions waged against them there. 

Price on Heads of Some. 
There is a price on the heads of some 
of them. Nearly all the Albanians here 
are political refugees. They are ambiti- 
ous and a liberty-loving race and are 
always conspiring for independence from 
Turkish rule. 

Besides these, there are Kurds, Syr- 
ians, Macedonians and Mohammedan 
Turks, some of whom are. not political 
refugees. 

One of the leading Turks of St. Louis, 
who is well informed, is C. N. Lanaras 
of 118 South Sixth street. He. read the 
roclamation of the Sultan Friday and 
chen sald: 

“The Turks of St. Louls will wait for 
six month or a year before they decide 
whether the Sultan is sincere or not. We 
are doubtful. We will wait and see how 
it works out with others who go back 
There’ are m:ny refugees here, who 
would gladly go back, if they dared, for 
Turkey is a good country and very 
proseprous.

THREE MEN PUMMEL HIM 





Woman Confesses Indiscre- 
tions, but Pleads She Is Con- 
trolled by Telepathy.

WASHINGTON, July 31.—F. E. Bliss 
Jr. wil] still have tar on his face and 
body when he appears this afternoon as 
complainant against Henry C. Cole, 
Charles Marthisow and James L. White, 
prominent and wealthy business men 
who have admitted that they pummeled 
Bliss and then covered him with warm 
tar. ° 
The punishment was inflicted in the 
home of Mr. Marthison, where Bliss 
went to keep a tryst with Mrs. Mar- 
thison. She had admitted indiscretions 
with Bliss, but declared that he ex- 
erted hypnotic influence over her and 
controlled her acts by mental telepathy. 
Bliss is a member of the firm of Bliss 
& Albrecht, paper rulers. Marthison is 
a lumber manufacturer, 62 years old. He 
has extensive interests in the South. 
White is a stock broker, 6 years old, 
and is said to have made $100,000 recently 
in market operations. Cole is 30 years 
old. After their arrest they were re- 
ledsed on $500 bail each, the bonds be- 

ing signed by Oscar J. Ricketts. 

Through their attorney, E. F. Collady, 
they admitted the assault on Bliss and 
made a statement explaining the cause 
of the tarring episode. They say that 
Bliss rec.ntly met Mr. and Mrs. Mar- 
thison at a social func.ion and was later 
entertained at their home. Bliss subse- 
quently became acquainted with Henry 
Cc. Cole and his wife, who live near the 
Marthisons. 

Boasted of Hypnotic Power. 

At these two homes Bliss was a fre- 
quent visitor. He is about 85 years of 
age, suave, handsome, a ffme conversa- 


tiona@list and boasts of his -powers as 
a hypnotist. He often was entertained 


at dinner parties, and really got the 
lion’s share of feminine admiration. 

On several occasions Bliss and Mrs. 
Marthison have been seen together at 
the theater and other ‘public places. 
Marthison on Wednesday saw them to- 
gether and a quarrel with his wife fol- 
lowed. 

Mrs. Marthison said she had been un- 
der Bliss’ hypnotic influence for some 
time and was unable to control her- 
self when he was near. She said she 
got instructions from him by mental 
telepathy. 

Bliss called Mrs.fMarthison over the 
telephone yesterday. Mrs. Marthison an- 
swered, with her husband nearby, offer- 
ing suggestions. He told her to have 
Bilss call at their home about 9 o'clock 
and to enter through the basement. 


Husband Saw Wife Kissed. 


Mrs. Marthison met Bliss at the door 
and was fondly embraced by him. / Mar- 
thison, 
in another part of the basement, listen- 
ing. They heard Bliss ask if anyone 
was at home. Mrs. Marthison said 
‘“No.”’ Then Bliss made several sugges- 
tions as to how to spend the evening. 
The three husbands sprang upon Bliss 
and ightenead him into trembling and 
pleading for mercy. 

A sound thrwshing was administered 
to Bliss, and later the bucket of tar, 
which had been carefully warmed, was 
brought forth. Bliss was stripped and 
every square inch of his body was cov- 
ered. His face was fairly bathed in the 
tar, some of it getting in his eyes. 

After their task was well done, the 
husbands gave Bliss his clothing, turned 
him loose and he fled, scantily clad, 
across town in search of a physician. 
In the effort to remove the tar from the 
victim’s face most of the skin was 
pulled off, and rather than disfigure him 
the physician will allow the tar to wear 
away. 

Bliss talked reluctantly about the af- 
fair, but will be compelled to tell his 
story in Police Court this afternoon.

MR. HEARST’S NEW PARTY. 
From the New York World. 

With the adoption of a platform and the nomination 
of Thomas L. Hisgen for President and John Temple 
Graves for Vice-President, the Independence League 
becomes a full-fledged national party. 

Mr. Hearst has cut loose entirely frorn the Demo- 
cratic party. He is now as strongly opposed to De- 
mocracy, to its candidate, its platform, ite principles 
and its organization as Mr. Taft or Mr. Roosevelt. 
Indeed, neither Mr. Taft nor Mr. Roosevelt has ever 
attacked Mr. Bryan and the Democratic party with 
such vitriolic vigor as did Mr. Hearst in his speech 
as temporary chairman of the Independence League 
Convention. 

“The Democratic vanguard is a Falstaff’s army. It 
ts by a knight arrayed in a motley of modified pro- 


fessions and compromised principles, of altered opin- 


ion and retracted statements. It is officered by such 
soldiers of fortune as Sullivan and Hopkins and Mur- 


phy and McCiellan; by Tom Taggart, the roulette 
gambler, and Tom Ryan, the Wall street gambler, and 
Belmont the racetrack gambler. It is composed of 
such political mercenaries as Bailey, of the Standard 
Oil, and Williams, of the Southern Railway, and 
Hinky Dink and Bath House John and Red Duffy 
and Nigger Mike—all harmonized at last and all 
marching together in a rythmic cadence strongly sug- 
gestive of the lockstep. 

“A Falstaff’s army whose banner bears on one 
side a watchword for the people and on the other 
a password for the trusts, whose only object is office 
at any cost, whose motto, AFTER US THE DEL- 
UGE, * * © 

‘‘No honest citizen can let down the bars of of- 
fice to such an Ali Baba’s band of boodlers and 
bravos.”’ 

The influence of such a man as Thomas F. Ryan in 
the Democratic party is certainly to be deplored. 
There should be no place in Democracy for plutocrat- 
ic perjurers and corruptionists, but it is only fair 
to admit that while there are practically 6,000,000 Dem- 
oecratic voters in the country there is only one Thom- 
as F. Hyan among them. 

Mr. Hearst ignores the wide difference between the 
Democratic massts—the Democratic millions—and the 
Democratic party as a political organization con- 
trolled by so-called leaders or bosses. The masses, 
who are honest and sincere,.vote for an idea, a sentt- 
ment, a tradition, a habit, an aspiration. They do not 
vote for the bosses, even when the bosses control 
conventions and dictate nominations. Rather they 
are loyal to the ticket in spite of the bosses. 

Murphy and Conners can name the Democratic 
eandidates for State office in New York. If these 
two bosses were themselves candidates 600,000 or 700,- 
0) Democrats would probably vote for them while 
despising them. They would do this either from habit 
or from ingrained opposition to the Republican party. 
Yet possibly 500,000 of these same Democrats would 
vote to send Murphy and Conners into exile, if that 
question were submitted to a separate vote. 

Mr. Hearst himself is an illustration of this tenden- 
ey and principle. He was the latest Democratic can- 
didate for Governor of New York. He owed his nom- 
ination entirely to Murphy and Conners, whom he 
now denounces: yet he polled 691,000 votes in spite of 
his boss-made candidacy. 

It is the irony of fate that Mr. Hearst, whom the 
Democratic bosses of New York used in 1906 to further 
thelr own sordid schemes, should set himself up in 
1908 as a scourge to punish them for their tniquities. 
[t is Hkewise the frony of fate that just as the Repub- 
licans were beginning to seem anxious about Mr. Bry- 
an’s political strength, the hottest, hardest, cruelest 
blows against his candidacy should be struck by three 
of his most ardent supporters in 1896—Thomas E. Wat- 
son, the Populist candidate for President: Eugene V. 
Debs, the Socialist candidate for President. and Wil- 
Ham R. Hearst, the leader of the Independence 
Leasue, 

The World is not disposed to belittle the 
ticket nominated in Chicago in spite of a ridiculous 
platform, which, while some ef its planks are harm- 
lesa and a few good, contains other planks distinct- 
lv destructive to representative government and vi- 
clous in the extreme. 

Possibly Mr. Bryan may be the stronger among the 
more moderate elements by re4son of this advanced 
radical defection represented by the Populist, Social- 
idk and Independence parties, but the Hearst ticket 
must be reckoned with for all that. It matters little 
whether its candidates get votes in Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont or Florida. But tf it proves to 
be a half-way house for large numbers of dissatis- 
fied voters In New York, Ohfo, Indiana, Miinois and 
California, who are disgusted with both Mr. Bryan 
and Mr. Taft, it will exert & very great influence 
upon the election. If it should make a successful 
appeal to tens of thousends of such citizens, and 
thereby gain the balance Of Power in these five great 
debatable states, it would have become a determining 
factor in the contest.

NEW YORK, July 31.—An organized 
band of men and women who.prey on 
mourners has been operating in Brook- 
lyn, swindling grieving households on 
fraudulent orders for floral funeral 
pieces.

Lew Michel, who has been active in

“They are called ‘crepe pullers’ be- 
cause they are pulling at the doorbell 
of a house of; mourning before the un- 
dertaker has shut the front door behind 
him. 

“A majority of the ‘crepe pullers’ are 
women.

“The ‘crepe puller’ gets out her book 
of designs, and takes au order about 
three times as b'g as the family would 
have given to a regular florist, and re- 
celves a $5 dr $10 deposit.

Sometimes some cheap wreaths 
are sent. Then a complaint comes in to 
the florist whose name was used.’’

State Labor Commissioner’s Report

ALBANY, N. Y., July 31.—The report 
of State Labor Commissioner John Wil- 
liams, based on reports received quar- 
terly from labor unions and other 
sources fo information, has just ‘been 
made public. 

There were 101,466, or 26.3 per cent, 
who had no work at all during January, 
February and March. In 1897 the per- 
centage of labor union members out of 
work was 24.8 for the first quarter of 
that year, but the total number report- 
ed idle then was only 35,381. 

For the generally prosperous decade 
1896 to 1907 the mean percentage of idle- 
ness at the end of March was 17.5 and 
the percentage of continuous idieness 
for the first quarter was 10.
